The City offers a Flexible Spending 

Account (FSA) benefit plan that can save 
you “Hundreds of Dollars Per Year”! 

♦ The City’s FSA plans, administered by Tri-AD, allow you to save by paying 
for Health or Dependent care expenses with tax-free dollars. This means 
that you can actually increase your take home pay by participating in this 
plan. 

♦ Keep in mind that selection to participate in either plan can only be made during the 
open enrollment period (Nov 3rd-21st). 

♦ There is an administrative fee of $3.25 that will be assessed on 24 of the 26 pay periods 
to participate in the plan. 

 

FSA Plan Highlights 
Health Care Spending Account - This plan permits you to use tax-free money for out -of-
 pocket medical, dental, vision, prescription drug, and other expenses related to you and 
 your dependents’ health care. The maximum allowable contribution for the  
 calendar year is $3,000. 

Common Eligible Expenses – You can set aside pre-tax payroll deductions for LASIK 
procedures, orthodontia, acupuncture, and smoking cessation programs. 

Dependent Care Spending Account – This plan permits you to use tax-free money to pay 
for dependent child or elder day care. The maximum allowable contribution for the cal-
endar year is $5,000. 

Common Eligible Expenses – You can set aside pre-tax payroll deductions for care in or 
outside your home, related incidental household, preschool tuition, before and after 
school care, and many summer day camps.
